Fordham to tell panel he warned of lurid conduet years ago 


WASHINGTON I Mark Foley’s former chief of 
staff, who says he warned the House speak- 
er’s staff three years ago of Foley’s inappro- 
priate conduct toward male pages, is set to 
testify Thursday before the House ethics 
committee. 

Kirk Fordham will insist that he warned 
Speaker Dennis Hastert’s chief of staff about the 
conduct in 2003 or possibly the previous year, 
Fordham’s lawyer Timothy Heaphy said. 

Earlier Tuesday, Rep. Jim Kolbe of Arizona 


said a former page he had sponsored contact- 
ed his office in 2000 or 2001 to complain of 
e-mails from Foley, the Florida Republican 
congressman who has resigned. Kolbe said 
he “passed along” the complaint to Foley and 
to then-House Clerk Jeff Trandahl. 

Trandahl’s lawyer, Cono Namorato, said 
Trandahl “will cooperate fully with the FBI 
and the House ethics committee investigations.” 


Trandahl has refused to discuss actions he 
took when he learned about Foley’s approach- 
es and, until now, had declined even to dis- 
close the name of his attorney. 

Fordham is a key figure, not only because 
he’s a former top aide to Foley, but also 
because his public statements have been at 
odds with those of Hastert’s chief of staff 
Scott Palmer. Palmer denied Fordham’s asser- 
tions that he warned Palmer about Foley at

SAN DIEGO I Five people trying to 
sneak into the United States from 
Mexico became trapped in a nar- 
row tunnel and had to be rescued 
Tuesday after the largest of them, a 
nearly 200 -pound man, got stuck 
trying to climb out through a storm 
drain, authorities said. 

Firefighters used jackhammers 
at the city’s border with Tijuana to 
widen the opening and free the man, 
who had become stuck at the hips, 
said James Jacques, a spokesman for 
US. Customs and Border Protection. 
Then they pulled out the four oth- 
ers who had become trapped behind 
him in the drainage tunnel. 

All appeared to be uninjured, 
though one woman was taken to 
a hospital because she appeared to 
have become sick, authorities said. 
Seven more people who were behind 
that group managed to crawl back 
into Mexico through the tunnel. 


It took about two hours to free 
the five people, all in their 20s, 
said Maurice Luque, a spokesman 
with the San Diego Fire-Rescue 
Department. Two other people who 
crawled out of the tunnel ahead of 
the larger man were caught in an 
industrial section of San Diego just 


north of the fences that separate the 
US. from Mexico. 

The tunnel, only about 2 feet 
across, is part of San Diego’s storm 
drainage system. Jacques said it 
appeared someone on the Mexican 
side dug a tunnel to reach the US.

Mild Winter Due 
To Weak El Nino 

WASHINGTON I A weak El Nino 
under way in the Pacific Ocean 
should contribute to a mild winter 
for much of the United States, the 
National Weather Service reported 
Tuesday. 

“The strengthening El Nino 
event will influence the position 
and strength of the jet stream over 
the Pacific Ocean, which, in turn, will 
affect winter precipitation and tem- 
perature patterns across the country,” 
Michael Halpert, lead forecaster at the 
NOAA Climate Prediction Center. 

“This event is likely to result 
in fewer cold air outbreaks in the 
country than would be expected to 
occur in a typical non-El Nino win- 
ter,” Halpert said. 

El Nino, a warming of the tropical 
Pacific sea surface, accompanied by 
changes in winds and air pressure, 
began in September and is expected 
to last into next year, (ap)

Tests Offer Hope

Project on hookworm 
part of new push to 
curb neglected diseases 

BELO HORIZONTE, BRAZIL I Adriana 
Pereira da Silva’s family and friends 
are a weary lot who spend their days 
coaxing whatever crops they can 
from the red dirt that surrounds 
their thatch-roofed thatched-roof 
shacks. 

It’s a tough life, which Pereira 
da Silva assumed was why so 
many people seemed perpetually 
worn out. But another explanation 
hides in the dirt itself: Up to 80 per- 
cent of the people in her village are 
infected with hookworm, a vitality- 
sapping parasite that crawls up from 
the ground, penetrates the skin and 
settles in the intestines. 

“People seem tired all the time. 


and they never eat,” said Pereira da 
Silva, a nurse who lives in a small 
village in eastern Brazil. “They don’t 
know what’s wrong with them.” 

The global health community 
has known for a long time about 
the wide-ranging complications 
that hookworm causes, but pharma- 
ceutical companies have had little 
incentive to develop a vaccine: Most 
of those infected are too poor ever 
to ever pay for medicine, so recov- 
ering expensive development costs 
would be a long shot. 

But now the medical ghetto of 
neglected diseases — the field con- 
cerned with ailments affecting the 
2.7 billion people who live on less 
than $2 a per day — is undergoing a 
transformation, thanks to an influx 
of cash from wealthy philanthro- 
pists and an emerging development 
model that promotes public-private 


partnerships. 

That transformation has allowed 
Pereira da Silva, who staffs a rural 


public health outpost that is little 
more than a desk and a stethoscope, 
to become part of a well- equipped

field team testing a vaccine for 
hookworm. 

The project has been made pos- 
sible with grants from the Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation, which, 
along with other donors like the 
Rockefeller Foundation and Doctors 
Without Borders, has in recent years 
provided the financial incentive to 
get several such ventures projects 
off the ground. 

If successful, the vaccine could 
help eliminate many complications 
caused by hookworm, which include 
increased child mortality, stunted 
learning capacity and severely 
reduced economic production.

WASHINGTON! Families using nat- 
ural gas can expect their heating 
bills to drop about $119 this winter. 
Those who heat with oil or electric- 
ity are likely to see their bills rise. 

The government issued predic- 
tions Tuesday based on its forecast 
of a mild winter for most of the 
nation and its assessment of ener- 
gy supplies and costs as the nation’s 
oil and natural gas production and 
refinery output recover from hur- 
ricane damage in 2005.

Sniper Is Seeking Plea Agreement 


Malvo eyes new deal 
as he formally aceepts 
guilt in 6 Md. murders 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I Convicted 
Washington- area sniper Lee Boyd 
Malvo is seeking an agreement with 
prosecutors under which he would 
plead guilty to other 2002 sniper 
shootings that authorities have 
linked him to, Malvo’s attorneys 
and prosecutors said Tuesday. 


The deal, which was announced 
as Malvo formally pleaded guilty 
to six Maryland murders, could be 
reached before his Nov. 9 sentencing 
for those killings. He is expected to 
receive six life sentences without the 
chance for parole for the Maryland 
murders at that hearing. 

Malvo lawyer William Brennan 
told Montgomery County Circuit 
Judge James Ryan he hoped to 
use the time before sentencing to 
“allow counsel to attempt to reach 


a global resolution to Mr. Malvo’s 
legal problems.” When reporters 
later asked for specifics, Brennan 
would only say that he would have 
“candid, frank discussions with 
some local prosecutors.” 

Malvo, 21, is already serving a 
life prison term in Virginia after he 
was convicted in 2003 of murder- 
ing FBI analyst Linda Franklin at 
a Home Depot parking lot in Falls 
Church, Va., in October 2002. 

In May, Malvo reached a plea 


agreement for the Maryland killings 
and testified against his one-time 
mentor, John Allen Muhammad, 
during Muhammad’s trial for the 
same murders. Muhammad, already 
on death row in Virginia for a snip- 
er killing there, was convicted in 
Montgomery County and given six 
life terms.

Desperate 
New Start 


‘Housewives’ creator 
Marc Cherry gets his 
show back on track 

CLEAN SLATE | The metaphor 
proved irresistible: When ABC’s 
“Desperate Housewives” returned 
after a creatively rocky second sea- 
son, it opened with Wisteria Lane 
drenched in purifying rain. 

“Let’s just wipe everything clean 
and start fresh,” said the show’s cre- 
ator, Marc Cherry. 

He is confident that the Sunday- 
night comedy- drama about sub- 
urban life that became an instant 
hit in its first year is in for better 
times. 

“Season one was a tidal wave — 
the success, the attention, the work- 
load. By the time I finished the sea- 
son, I was spent,” he said. 

Cherry, entering the second 
year drained and hit with a stu- 
dio request for extra episodes, 
was behind from the start. As he 


scrambled to revamp stories written 
by others, he said, the show lost “a 
sense of its identity because I wasn’t 
driving the train.” 

But he argues that critics were 
overly harsh. “The biggest failure 
was a lack of consistency. It’s not 
like every episode sucked.” 

Audience loyalty allowed 
“Housewives” to finish the sea- 
son No. 4 in the ratings. Cherry, 
now sole executive producer, is 
intent on rewarding the faithful 
and ensuring the series lives up to 
its potential. 

“I will never have the element of 
surprise again,” he said. “I just have 
to work consistently, doing good 
storytelling with richly detailed 
characters and interesting twists 
and turns.”

Biddy’s Artistic Side’ 



The hip-hop mogul 
returns with his first 
album in five years 

BIG NAMES I Sean Combs — a.k.a. 
Puff Daddy, P. Diddy and now, 
Diddy — spent the past year and 
a half laboring over “Press Play,” 
his first album in five years. “I’ve 
become known as an entertainer,” 
Combs said. “I’m also an artist. This 
is my artistic side.” 

“Press Play” is a fusion of R&B, 
soul, hip-hop and live instrumenta- 
tion. Combs calls it “hip-hop soul. 
... I can’t do a crunk record and I’m 
not shooting anybody, so I can’t do 
that kind of music,” he said. “This is 
a vulnerable album meant to make 
you feel good.” 

Featuring no fewer than 22 high- 
profile guests, “Press” is steeped in 
dance beats. As he worked on it. 
Combs traveled the globe, fre- 
quenting dance and techno clubs. 
Tracks such as “Get Off” indulge in 


deep funk- soul grooves that sound 
like space-age jazz meeting James 
Brown on the dance floor. 

When he’s not in the club. Combs 
has embraced MySpace as perhaps 
no other A-lister has. He’s taken 
to updating his surprisingly can- 
did and funny video journal fre- 
quently. One day a few weeks ago, 
he asked MySpace friends to send 
him their telephone numbers — and 
called them.

Crack Under Pressure 


Experts in consumer 
safety debate effect 
of tire-check systems 

TIRES I Nothing but compressed air 
— certainly not the rubber tread on 
the tires — keeps your vehicle sus- 
pended over the road. 

So, the amount of air in tires is 
vitally important, a fact relentlessly 
driven home by safety experts but 
ignored by many motorists. 

After more than 80 people died 
in vehicles equipped with poorly 
inflated Firestone tires in the late 
1990s, Congress passed the Tread 
Act, mandating that automakers 
install tire pressure monitoring sys- 
tems on future vehicles. The act will 
require all new cars to have such a 
monitor by September 2008. 


But the rules have been assailed 
by critics for a weak and ineffective 
approach to the problem. 

Since 2000, the issue of tire pres- 
sure has become 
even more criti- 
cal, as motorists 
opt in increasing 
numbers for low- 
aspect ratio tires 
that depend on 
closely moni- 
tored air pres- 
sure to avoid blowouts caused by 
potholes and road hazards. 

Tire pressure monitoring sys- 
tems shows, in general, will fail to 
relieve car owners of the burden 
of closely watching tire pressures. 
While they may help to alert peo- 
ple of dangerously low air pressure, 
they generally will not warn drivers 


of air pressure low enough to cause 
slow tire damage. 

Two basic types of technology are 
used in tire pressure monitoring sys- 
tems, or TPMS: direct and indirect. 
The less expensive approach some 
auto manufacturers have adopted is 
called “indirect” and uses antilock 
braking systems to provide signals 
for the system. 

When a tire has low pressure, 
it tends to rotate at a slower speed 
than the other tires, which the anti- 
lock system sensors and computers 
can detect. All automakers have to 
do is create some software and put 
a warning light on the dashboard. 

But Clarence Ditlow, executive 
director of the Center for Auto 
Safety, said these systems “are 
wrong 50 percent of the time.” ralph

ROADTEST | It’s not your imagina- 
tion. There are more Jeeps on sale 
than ever before — five nameplates, 
to be exact. 

The newest is the 2007 Jeep 
Compass, a five -passenger, com- 
pact sport utility vehicle that’s 
expected to attract more women 
than men. The reason: While the 
Compass has Jeep’s characteristic 
seven- slot grille and round head- 
lights up front, high-profile seat- 
ing and is offered with four-wheel 
drive, it’s not a burly SUV. 

Indeed, the Compass is the first 
front-wheel drive Jeep with a fully 
independent suspension, which 


provides a more car-like ride than 
might be expected in a vehicle with 
a Jeep badge.

the truckish bounciness of other

But, at times, there is some 
heaviness at the corners as the vehi- 
cle rolls over rough pavement.

Cafes, discounts lure 
customers back to 
their local bookstores 

Adam Brent knew his 11 -year- run 
selling best-sellers and new releases 
was over when mail carriers started 
walking into his building to deliv- 
er books from Amazon.com to the 
tenants upstairs. 

“Literally they didn’t walk down- 
stairs or take the time to make a 
phone call,” said the owner of Brent 
Books & Cards in Chicago. 

Brent’s experience is shared by 
scores of independent bookstores 
around the nation that have been 
knocked out of business by huge 
chains such as Borders and Barnes 
& Noble Inc. and Internet sites such 
as Amazon.com. 

But Brent is also part of a grow- 
ing number of independent book- 
store owners who refuse to give up. 
He’s closing his store this month 
but plans to reopen as a discount 
bookstore. Others are luring cus- 
tomers by putting in cafes or open- 
ing specialty shops that cater to a 


specific audience, such as mystery 
lovers. Some are following the lead 
of public television and selling mem- 
berships. 

Not only that, but even as 200 
to 300 independent bookstores 
close a year, the number of inde- 
pendent bookstores opening is 
creeping up. 

“For a long time, from 1992 to 


2002, you literally could count on 
two hands the number of openings,” 
said Oren Teicher, chief operating 
officer of the American Booksellers 
Association. “In the last three years, 
there are 60, 70, 80 stores opening” 
each year, he said. 

That’s welcome news for an asso- 
ciation that’s watched its member- 
ship plummet from 4,000 to about 


1,800 since the early 1990s. 

Gary Kleiman, who owns 
BookBeat in the northern California 
community of Fairfax, decided the 
way to do it was to get rid of the clut- 
ter and make his store a gathering 
place. “We had 10,000 or 13,000 
books in the store,” said Kleiman. 
“Now we have maybe 1,500.” 

Last fall, Kleiman gave all but a

“You can discuss books with 
us. We are all readers,” said Arlene 
Lynes, who opened Read Between 
the Lynes in Woodstock, 111., in 
2005.

years of business is in large part the 
result two things he came to under- 
stand about the Internet.

In new fundraisers, 
children’s artwork is 
on display in the mail 

After years of handing over money 
for candy bars and wrapping paper, 
parents might see a new school 
fundraiser this year: their child’s 
art on a postage stamp. 

ArtStamps, a Connecticut com- 
pany, has begun converting student 
art into U.S. postage — marking 
the first time children’s color 
drawings will appear on real 39- 
cent stamps. 

Postage has long taken on per- 
sonality, from pop icons to comic 
book heroes, sports stars to sports 
cars. One company even lets peo- 
ple put photos on stamps. Yet this 
one is for children. Their master- 
pieces might already be hanging 
on the fridge. 

Like the dragon 11-year- old 
Hannah Clark drew. She’s turn- 
ing it into her own stamp.

“It’s the best thing I’ve ever 
drawn, actually,” said Hannah, 
who goes to Cielo Vista Elementary 
School in southern California. 
“This is really cool. It’s better for 
kids, because it’s more fun to see 
your art on a stamp than some- 
one else’s.” 

ArtStamps planned to launch 
its product Tuesday after testing 
it in a couple schools last year. 
Each stamp features a child’s first 
name and age, and a title if the art- 
ist wants one. 

A sheet of the stamps costs $20. 
Of that, $7.80 goes to the Postal 
Service — the same amount as usual 


for 20 stamps — and $3 goes to the 
school involved in the fundraiser. 

The remaining $9.20 goes to 
the company, which says about $2 


of that is profit. 

Company president George 
Castineiras figured parents and 
grandparents would like the idea 


for the creativity it encourages, if 
not for the bragging rights. 

“What I didn’t anticipate,” he 
said, “was how appealing it would 
be to the students, once they look at 
their art and realize, ‘Wait, this is 
going to move my mail around?”’ 

The Postal Service benefits by 
any increased interest in stamps 
and mail. With their own stamps, 
children maybe motivated to write 
letters — a forgotten tradition in 
the age of e-mail. 

Technically, the children’s art- 
work is called “personalized post- 
age,” because the term “stamp” is 
reserved for items made or sold by 
the Postal Service. ArtStamps pro- 
duces the children’s postage through 
Endicia, a licensed vendor of the 
Postal Service. 

Hannah’s school district adopt- 
ed the project as a fundraiser this 
year. Schools collect the drawings, 
the orders and the money, then 
ship them in and wait for stamps 
to arrive. 

“There’s a ‘cool’ factor with it,” 
said Hannah’s dad, Chris, who leads 
the fundraising foundation for the 
school district. “The kids are actu- 
ally making postage stamps.” 

Plus, he said: “People get tired 
of the same old fundraisers. We all 
have a decade’s worth of wrapping 
paper. We can’t really go to our 
neighbors and ask them to buy

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Celebrating decades 
of fashionable feet

Ninety years and thousands of 
pairs of shoes ago, a 16 -year- old 
Italian cobbler named Salvatore 
Ferragamo came to Los Angeles 
at age 16, hoping to find a little 
glamour. 

He found a little and then creat- 
ed a lot more. So is seems fitting that 
the twin worlds of fame and for- 
tune are honoring him this month 
on the Rodeo Walk of Style, one of 
the ritziest and most high-profile 
shopping streets in the world. 

Ferragamo’s plaque takes its 
place with those belonging to 
Tom Ford, Giorgio Armani, Edith 
Head, Mario Testino and a hand- 
ful of others near a 14 -foot sculp- 
ture called Torso by Robert Graham 
at the corner of Rodeo Drive and 
Dayton Way, which award organiz- 
ers describe as the intersection of

fashion and film. 

From the early going of his career 
at the Hollywood Boot Shop, which 
he opened in 1923 just as studios 
began to turn out lavishly costumed 
Rims, Salvatore knew that the link 
between Ferragamo — the man and 
the brand — and celebrities would 
be one of the keys to success. 

He courted and won over stars 
such as Lillian Gish, Joan Crawford 
and Greta Garbo, and later Judy 
Garland, Marilyn Monroe, Audrey

Hepburn and Sofia Loren, with his 
creative styles and innovative wedge 
heel. The big names even followed 
him to his palazzo in Italy for

shoe fittings once Salvatore 
returned in 1927 to be with 
his family and the fine crafts- 
men in his homeland. 

“When he went to America, he 
was very young,” recalls his wife 
Wanda, still an officer at the com- 
pany. “He started to design very 
fantastic shoes. The movie 
actresses and artists start- 
i\ ed to be enthusiastic about 
I; them. Because of that, we 
/ have a great legacy with the 
cinema.” 

Ferragamo shoes first 
appeared on screen on Gish in “Way 
Down East” and on the feet of the 
entire cast of Cecil B. DeMille’s 
“The Ten Commandments,” and 
most recently were featured in “The 
Departed,” “Miami Vice” and “The 
Devil Wears Prada.” In between, 
Monroe wore them in “The Seven 
Year Itch” and Drew Barrymore’s 
princess slippers in “Ever After” 
were made by Ferragamo. 

Salvatore’s grandson James, who 
is now charged with the brand’s 
handbag and leather goods division, 
says it’s personal relationships with 
consumers that set the brand apart 
from others that might find them- 
selves with an “it” item one minute 
only to be obsolete the next. 

“Our customer has an under- 
standing of fashion, is sophisticated. 
It’s not a customer who’s driven by a 
bag that could become a fad.” 

The museum at Ferragamo head- 
quarters in Florence includes a pair 
of red shoes encrusted with 3,000 
Swarovski crystals that Ferragamo 
made for Monroe. He charged her 
$40. 

That red shoe is among both 
James’ and his brother Massimo’s 
favorites, but Wanda’s favorite was 
the first pair Ferragamo ever made 
for her. They’re in the museum now, 
but shoemakers recreated a simi- 
lar pair for one of her anniversa- 
ries. Both pairs are “masterpieces,” 
she says. 

“I do have a huge closet full of 
shoes. I must have the latest styles, 
but I also love the old ones. And, 
when I travel, everyone immedi- 
ately looks at my feet so I have to 
make sure I have good shoes on.”

Metropolitan Police Chief CHARLES 
H. RAMSEY was online Tuesday at 
washingtonpost.com to discuss crime 
in D.C., cell phone use in cars and his 
future in the city’s administration. 

Do you find that kids who com- 
mit crimes in D.C. and come from 

Maryland used to live 
in D.C., or are they 
D.C. residents? 

It’s a combination of 
both. We have quite a 
few people who once 
lived in D.C. and moved to Maryland 
who come back into D.C. and commit 
crimes. There are also people from 
D.C. who go into Maryland and com- 
mit crimes. We have a cross-border 
initiative in place with Prince George’s 
County that has been fairly success- 
ful in stopping some of this cross- 
border crime. This will always be a 
challenge for us, but we are working 
with our neighboring jurisdictions to 
try to minimize the impact.

driving squad cars while talking on 
cell phones. Isn’t that illegal? 

The Distracted Driving Safety 
Act of 2004 makes it illegal for 
motorists to drive and talk on a 
hand-held cell phone, unless they 
are making an emergency call. 
While the law technically carves 
out exceptions for police officers, 
I have made it very clear that our 
officers will follow the law just 
like everyone else. In the future, 
if you see officers talking on a 
cell phone while driving, please 
get their cruiser number and send 
that information either to their 
police district or my office 

Have you been informed if you will be 
a member of the new administration? 

I have not been informed if I will 
be a member of the new adminis- 
tration. I respect the right of the 
new mayor, whoever that may be, to 
choose the people he wants to lead 
the various agencies.

Metro Debuts New Faregate Express Lanes for 
SmarTrip® Card Users 

For customers who use Metro's SmarTrip® card, riding Metroraii 
just got a whole lot easier. Metro recently introduced SmarTrip®- 
only express lanes at five Metrorail stations in an effort to move 
SmarTrip® card users through the faregates more quickly. 

The test program is taking place at Anacostia (north mezzanine). 

New Carrollton, Vienna, Bethesda and Pentagon City Metrorail stations, 
where approximately 80 percent of riders pay their fares with SmarTrip®. At 
each of the stations, four of the nine or 10 faregates will accept only SmarTrip® cards. 
The remaining faregates will accept both SmarTrip® and paper farecards. 

With SmarTrip®-only aisles, 32 customers can pass through a faregate each minute, 
compared to 22 per minute currently. The SmarTrip® express lanes are similar to 
E-ZPass lanes on toll roads. 

Metro is using existing funds to make software changes and is developing and 
installing overhead signs for the SmarTrip®-only lanes. Since their introduction in 
1999, Metro has issued more than 1.8 million SmarTrip® cards, of which more than 
1 million cards are in use today.

Area programs let 
you join the vet set 
as a technician 

When Grace Parker decided to 
leave her job as a physical educa- 
tion teacher and become a veteri- 
nary technician at age 36, she found 
one aspect of her new field especial- 
ly appealing. “Working with pets is 
better than teaching, because [the 
animals] can’t talk back to you,” she 
said. “Or, they do, but you don’t 
know what they’re saying.” 

Parker is one of a growing num- 
ber of mid- career individuals — 
usually women — who decide to 
take what is often a significant 
pay cut because they want to work 
with creatures who walk on four 
legs, fly, hop or slither. And train-

ing to become a vet tech is an ideal 
choice for those who aren’t interest- 
ed in the commitment required for 
veterinary school or for a career as 
a veterinarian. 

“My husband thought I was 
absolutely nuts,” said Parker, who 
lives in Burke, Va., and now works 
as a vet tech in the oncology depart- 
ment at the Southpaws Veterinary 
Specialists and Emergency Center 
in Fairfax, Va. “He couldn’t believe 
I was going back to school to get 
an associate degree after I already 
had my bachelor’s. He said, ‘Why 
don’t you become a veterinarian?,’ 
and I said, ‘No way — it’s too much 
time.’” 

Parker graduated in 1995 with 
an associate degree in applied 
science from Northern Virginia 
Community College’s Veterinary 
Technology program (nvcc.edu/ 
loudoun/scidiv/vtech/), which 
lasts five semesters and takes a 
year and a half to complete. In 
comparison, it takes four years 
to become a doctor of veterinary

Continued from E3 
medicine takes four years. 

The program prepares students 
to treat animals as varied as beagles 
and baboons. Graduates might work 
for a veterinarian in a clinic or hos- 
pital; in a diagnostic research labo- 
ratory; at a zoo or wildlife center; 
or as a livestock inspector. 

Vet technicians can expect to 
make $15 to $23 an hour. Parker’s 
first job after graduation was at a 
clinic near her house, making a 
measly $9.50 an hour. “I knew the 
pay would be low, but this was one 
of the lowest-paying jobs I ever had,” 
she laughed. “Though I learned a 
great deal.” 

The field of veterinary medicine 
has undergone a major evolution in 
the last decade, said Leslie Sinn, 
head of NVCC’s vet tech program, 
at the Loudoun campus in Sterling. 
“Technology and advancements in 
the field have changed it from the 
backyard farm doctor atmosphere 
to a much more professional image 
that attracts a lot of people.” 

And demand for these pet- set 
helpers seems sure to increase: 


According to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, employment in the field is 
expected to grow much faster than 
average. 

Sinn said programs about pet 
care on Discovery’s Animal Planet 
have made pet owners more aware of 
the field, which has led to increased 
interest in the profession. Plus, in 
the Washington, D.C., area espe- 
cially, she said, there is a demand for 
those who have the training. 

“We have a very educated pop- 
ulation here,” she said. “People are 
attached to their pets, and they are 
willing to do — and spend — what 
it takes to take care of them. As a 
result, we have some very high-pow- 
ered practices in Northern Virginia, 
Maryland and D.C.” 

Vet tech programs teach stu- 
dents about breeds, animal anat- 
omy, physiology, nutrition and 
diseases. 

Students also learn how to take 
care of animals, prepare patients 
and instruments for surgery, assist 
with operations, collect specimens, 
run X-ray machines and perform 
laboratory procedures. And like vet

school, coursework includes both 
classroom learning and hands- 
on experience in labs and operat- 
ing rooms. 

Three schools in the metropoli- 
tan area offer programs in veteri- 
nary technology: NVCC (which 
is having an open house about 
its program Oct. 18), Blue Ridge 
Community College in Weyers 
Cave, Va., (brcc.edu) and the 
Community College of Baltimore 
County (ccbcmd.edu). 

To become a licensed vet tech in 
Virginia, students need to gradu- 
ate from a program accredited by 
the American Veterinary Medical 
Association. Other jurisdictions 
such as Maryland and D.C. have 
more lenient regulations and don’t 
require licensing. The majority of stu- 


dents in these programs are female, 
and while some are right out of high 
school, most are in their 20s, 30s or 
40s and are changing careers. 

Lynn Abbott, 45, of Bethesda 
decided to enroll in a vet tech pro- 
gram after her work in the devel- 
opment office of the Washington 
Humane Society lured her into the 
animal kingdom. Prior to that job, 
she worked at several other non- 
profits such as the Association for 
Education and Rehabilitation of the 
Blind and Visually Impaired and 
the American Society of Association 
Executives. 

“I thought what they were doing 
[at the Humane Society] was so 
cool,” she said. “I had one of those 
V8 moments when I thought: I could 
be doing that!” 


She graduated from NVCC, took 
a 50 percent salary cut (it helped 
that she could rely on her husband’s 
income) and now works as a vet tech 
at the lams Pet Imaging Center, an 
MRI facility in Vienna, Va. She loved 
her nonprofit work, she said, “but I 
never woke up in the morning and 
skipped to work. Now I do.” 

Students who are drawn to the 
vet tech program are always inter- 
ested in animals, Sinn said, but the 
flip side of that “is that some of them 
don’t like people.” She warns that 
heading into this field under the 
assumption that you’ll have little 
human contact can be disastrous. “It 
doesn’t work that way,” she laughed. 
“You still need to deal with people. 
Every pet has a human owner.”

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Doing it

Most veterinary assistants — a step 
below a vet tech — are trained on 
the job.

But today, those who want to 
be assistants — a job with high 
turnover that pays $10 or more 
an hour — have a place to go for 
classroom and hands-on training 
before they commit to a job. Fairfax

Community Education (fcps.edu/ 
aceclasses) recently expanded its 
offerings in its veterinary assis- 
tant program. Veterinary Assistant 
Program Part I (50 hours) covers 
terminology, body systems, common 
diseases, lab procedures and basic 
animal nursing. Part II (35 hours) is 
the new course and includes phar- 
macology, radiography and dentist- 
ry. The courses are held at Pimmit 
Hills Center in Falls Church. 

The first course was started two 
years ago, and program specialist 
Carolyn Root said some students 
take it with the intention of assist- 
ing a vet, but others just want to be 
learn more about their own pets. 
It is offered twice a year, lasts 10 
weeks and costs $598. The next 
course begins Jan. 30, and Part II 
(which can be taken before or after

Chang has also coached students 
to the top tier in state competitions. 
And he’s having fun, too, creating 
silly sentences for students to trans- 
late and teaching grammar though 
pop tunes. “If you can imagine me 
singing Britney Spears . . . they’re so 
horrified that they actually learn 
it,” he said. 

After receiving a bachelor’s 
degree in English and Latin from 
the University of Virginia, Chang 
went straight to law school, grad- 
uating in 1998. That may have 
been a mistake: “I got in and real- 
ized ‘Oh, this is not enjoyable.’ ” To 
please his father, though, he finished 
and passed the bar exam. Then he 
took the business -suit- and-brief- 
case route in 2001. 

He’s kept the suit, even when 
other teachers often dress more 
casually. “That’s the one holdover 
from my legal days,” Chang said, 
“Being on the younger side, it’s a 
clear demarcation between me 
and the students. The only prob- 
lem: you come home with chalk 
marks and dust all over what 
you’re wearing.” 

Business clients in his former 


world wouldn’t have liked that. But 
in his nearly two years as a man- 
agement consultant, Chang real- 
ized there was much he didn’t like. 
Allowing himself to research some 
career options brought relief One 
potential escape route he found: the 
University of Virginia’s Northern 
Virginia Center in Falls Church. 


Its Alternative Route to Licensure 
(ARL) courses allow degree hold- 
ers in curricula other than edu- 
cation to transfer into teaching. 
Program director Patty Froggett 
assured Chang he wouldn’t even 
need to take the GRE. 

After enrolling in the UVa. 
program, Chang “spent my entire 


summer attending class, reading for 
class, writing for class or thinking 
about class,” he said. “It felt like I 
was a full-time student and then 
some.” He took courses in education 
and teaching techniques, including 
a Social Foundations of Education 
class. “On its face, this course was 
the least practical,” he said. “I liter- 


ally laughed, cried and talked my 
fair share through it. I think back 
to it as one of my best educational 
experiences at UVa., period.” 

To be licensed as a secondary 
school teacher in Virginia public 
schools, Froggett said those who 
want to be teachers must pass 
exams in basic literacy and sub- 
ject competency; pass five educa- 
tion courses; win an “endorsement” 
for the subject matter or grade level 
(a bachelor’s in the subject or extra 
coursework); and teach under 
supervision for a year. 

The ARL accelerates all that. 
Motivated adults such as Chang, 
with a bachelor’s degree in another 
Reid, can get licensed in less than a 
year. That Virginia license is accept- 
ed in nearly all states. Plus, teachers 
are paid more in the Old Dominion 
by level of education, she said; her 
program’s coursework deliberate- 
ly equates to 15 graduate credits 
— enough to win a raise from the 
amount paid to someone with just 
a bachelor’s degree. 

The center also connects stu- 
dents with school systems in need. 
Last year, Loudoun County alone 
hired some 1,200 new teachers. 
“Undergraduate schools of edu- 
cation are not turning out enough 
numbers to replace retiring teach- 
ers,” Froggett notes. 
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Her advice: If you’re thinking of 
teaching, don’t just go get a master’s 
first; “you’ll price yourself higher 
as a novice teacher” and risk being 
passed over. Besides, once you have 
a job, the school system is likely to 
pay for that master’s. 

Chang’s advice: Go for it. “I 
still have twinges of envy when I 
see how much money people make 
in the corporate world,” Chang said. 
“But I never want to trade places 
or go back.” He spends his work- 
days (and weekends) dreaming 
up creative lesson plans, prepar- 
ing students for competitions and 
penning Latin ditties inspired by 
Mozart and Disney flicks to share 
with students. 

“Despite the crushing hours, I 


love doing this, so it doesn’t hurt 
the way similar hours in the legal 
or consulting world would,” he said. 
“It’s worth it for the time you get 
to spend in the classroom. I have 
a blast!” 

Interacting with both students 
and teachers gives Chang a real 
charge. He fondly recalls sitting 
around with a former colleague in 
the teacher’s workroom, “chatting 
about etymologies and cognates,” 
Chang said. “He is a German teacher 
and linguistics minor; I am a Latin 
and English teacher. We enjoyed 
our conversation so much that we 
started a podcast, ‘The Word Nerds’ 
(thewordnerds.com) .” 

But it’s the back-and-forth with 
his pupils that keeps Chang don-

ning that suit, grading those exams 
and concocting those lesson plans. 
“I can use public- speaking skills, 
leadership skills and humor to get 
what I want, which is kids learn- 
ing,” he said. 

“To see the kids learning, catching 
on, taking a leadership role — you 
can actually see them grow,” Chang 
said. “It can make your whole day to 
work with people like that. When 
it’s something I don’t care about, I 
have very little work ethic. But now 
that I’m a teacher, doing what I care 
about. I’m working like a lawyer.”

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Jewelry class shows 
how to be lord of the 
rings and bracelets 

For nearly eight years, artist Gayle 
Friedman had been casting found 
objects — toys, kitchen tools — in 
porcelain and turning them into 
small abstract sculptures. But last 
year, she decided to take a metal 
jewelry-making course at the 
Corcoran College of Art + Design 
in Washington. 

In Anya Pinchuk’s very hands- 
on classroom, Friedman learned the

But the biggest gem in the case 
these days is the Corcoran College 
of Art + Design, which offers the 
area’s only certificate program in 
jewelry making. The recently insti- 
tuted 15-credit, 10 -course program 
expanded on the Corcoran’s previ- 
ous jewelry-making offerings. “An 
academic credential may be less 
important in jewelry than in graphic 
design,” said Richard Selden, direc- 
tor of Continuing Education at the 
Corcoran College of Art + Design. 
“But being able to say that you 
completed a course of study from 
an accredited institution is useful 
to those starting out in or switching 
to a career in jewelry.” 

The Corcoran’s program can 
be completed in three years part 
time, or sooner if the student 
takes more courses per semester. 
“We’ve attracted a group of certif- 
icate students in little more than a 
year, thanks especially to the rep- 
utations of our adjunct faculty,” 
said Selden. Instructors include 
John Winter, an accomplished 
glass artist, and Jennie Parnell, a 
veteran metalsmith. 

Many students take their 
first jewelry course merely to get 
the know-how to whip up their 
own dangle earrings or make an 
unusual strand of freshwater pearls. 
Beadazzled, for instance, offers 
regular “Introduction to Beading” 
and “Macrame Bold and Beautiful 
Jewelry” classes, in which students 
spend a few hours and come out 
with a new bracelet or a trendy

necklace. “It’s a fun, communal 
experience,” said Diamanti.

making things for themselves or 
getting ideas from books.” 

For people who want to take their 
interest in adornment to the next level, 
whether by getting a jewelry-making 
certificate or just by taking metalwork- 
ing classes, the Corcoran offers instruc- 
tion at its Georgetown campus. 

At a recent session, wannabe 
Louis Cartiers and David Yurmans 
could be seen bent over machines 
filing down metal and sanding 
down rough edges of silver pieces. 
The well- equipped industrial studio 
allows students to use tools of the 
trade: soldering irons, metal cutters 
and multiple kinds of pliers. Class 
sizes are small, from six to eight stu- 
dents per session, allowing lots of 
one-on-one attention. The cost of 
starting up in jewelry design at the 
Corcoran includes the cost of the 
course, lab fees ($80) and a small 
tool kit ($78) — including a metal 
saw — enclosed in a Ziploc bag. 

Enrolled students can use the 
Corcoran’s lab during special hours 
to hone their skills. “In addition to 
the classroom hours for each class. 


students need to spend at least an 
additional six to eight hours prac- 
ticing,” said Anya Pinchuk, 32, who 
has been working for the school 
for two years. 

An accomplished metalsmith her- 
self, Pinchuk teaches courses includ- 
ing the basics of jewelry making, 
enameling, stone setting, chain mak- 


ing, color in metal and small metal 
sculptures. Although beading classes 
are also offered, they are not part of 
the certificate program (bead-mak- 
ing classes, however, are). 

Pinchuk encourages her charges 
to be creative, to think outside the 
jewelry box, so to speak. “This is

not a craft center where you come 
in and follow a design on a piece of 
paper,” she said. “This is a technique 
workshop where you learn basic 
skills that will make you a better 
designer.” These skills include work- 
ing with metal, learning to make 
hinges and enameling. 

Students begin the certificate 
program with basic jewelry-mak- 
ing classes (including introduction 
to jewelry and jewelry studio) and 
then progress to more advanced and 
specific courses such as enameling, 
stone setting and bead making. 

For each 15 -week class, Pinchuk 
asks students to sketch out at least 
three or four projects, such as brace- 
lets or necklaces, and then works 
with them to help them bring their 
designs to fruition. She advises her 
students to get subscriptions to 
American Craft and Metalsmith 
magazines to keep up with indus- 
try trends and news. 

“People in D.C. are getting more 
and more interested in jewelry. The 
designers are creating jewelry not

just for wearing, but as art pieces,” 
Pinchuk said. While women stu- 
dents seem to be in the majority 
here, Pinchuk encourages men to 
get into the field, as well. “Men are 
so creative,” she said. “ Where I grew 
up in Russia, most metal jewelers 
were men.” 

Pinchuk also tries to help her 
students find places to display 
their work. “While a few students 
make jewelry for friends, many are 
so good that I help them show their 
work commercially. I help them cre- 
ate portfolios, find art dealers and 
decide which conferences to attend.” 
In fact, she assisted Friedman, along 
with a couple of other students at 
the Corcoran, as she set up that new 
studio, which will serve as both a 
work and display space. 

“If you’re creative and pas- 
sionate about design and aren’t 
afraid of working hard, this is 
for you,” Pinchuk said. A glance 
at Friedman’s fur bracelet, which 
seems at once avant-garde and art- 
ful, illustrates this point beautifully.

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Set a Course for Jobs in Cheese 


Dairy is suddenly a 
very popular choice 
for second careers 

If curds and whey sound better than 
corporate climbing, get in line. 

Scores of lawyers, engineers and 
other professionals with back-to- 
the-land yearnings and a love of 
good food are taking advantage 
of a booming market for specialty 


cheeses to launch second careers as 
small-scale dairy farmers. 

It’s a move they’d have been crazy 
to make just a few years ago. Never 
mind the long hours and backbreak- 
ing labor. Abysmal milk prices have 
been shuttering family dairies for 
years, and the corporatization of the 
dairy world creates tough terrain 
for small-time operations. 

But the era of so-called artisanal 
cheeses — which are to processed 



cheese slices what champagne is to 
soda pop — has changed all that. 

Just as wine is nuanced by the 
terroir (geography) of the vineyard, 
these small-batch, handcrafted 
cheeses from goat, sheep and cow 
milk telegraph flavors from the pas- 
tures and plants the animals grazed 
on, making each one distinct.

And that has made them sought- 
after staples for restaurant menus 
and dairy cases around the country, 
giving new life to a faltering indus- 
try and new jobs to those looking 
to trade meetings for milk. 

“I really enjoyed my former 
career,” says John Putnam, a for- 
mer lawyer who makes Alpine-style 
cow’s -milk cheeses on his Thistle 
Hill Farm in North Pomfret, Vt. 
“But even in the early ’90s, I was 
talking to other lawyers from a cell 
phone on a tractor.”

Continued from E17 
increased five times as fast as over- 
all cheese consumption from 1994 
to 2004, according to a study by the 
California Milk Advisory Board. 

Cheese -making hubs such as 
Vermont and Pennsylvania have 
struggled for years to stem the loss 
of family farms. Pennsylvania con- 
tinues to lose them, but state offi- 
cials say second- career producers 
are slowing the rate. In Vermont, 
they’ve helped bring it to a stand- 
still. And in Wisconsin, production 
of specialty cheeses more than dou- 


bled between 1994 and 2005. 

That success marks the dif- 
ference between selling milk as a 
commodity and using it to craft a 
product. Dairies that sell milk to 
processors earn a little more than 
a $1 per 10 pounds. Turn that 
milk into fine cheese and the fig- 
ure becomes $20 or more. 

“When they start doing the num- 
bers, they say. We just made $1,400 
worth of cheese from $200 worth of 
milk,”’ says SandraMiller, spokeswom- 
an for the Pennsylvania Farmstead & 
Artisan Cheese Alliance. 
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Though some artisan cheese 
makers buy milk, many prefer to 
milk their own animals. Such is the 
case with Miller, who six years ago 
left her career as a geologist to make 
chevre, feta and butter. 

She credits the opportunities for 
cheese makers to the evolution of 
the American palate. Foreign travel 
and restaurants whose menus brag 
of artisanal products have shown 
people there is more to cheese than 
the slices they grew up with. 

“Americans are finally getting it,” 
says Anita Eisenhauer, professor at 
the Culinary Institute of America 
in Hyde Park, N.Y. 

But how do people schooled in 
legal briefs or binary code learn 
about brie? Cheese school. 


In recent years, a handful of 
private and university programs 
have grown out of the demand 
for cheese-making skills, includ- 
ing the Vermont Institute for 
Artisan Cheese at the University 
of Vermont’s Burlington campus. 

Cathy Donnelly, the program’s 
CO -founder, says she is amazed by 
the backgrounds of the several hun- 
dred people who have attended the 
two-year-old program, which offers 
a cheese -making certificate pro- 
gram as well as specialty classes. 

“We all looked at one another 
last year when a neurosurgeon and 
eye surgeon were sitting in class,” 
says Donnelly, whose course offer- 
ings include cheese ripening and 
packaging.

While plenty of agricultural col- 
leges offer cheese and dairy pro- 
grams, most focus on factory- style 
production in which uniformity is 
key. Artisanal programs focus on 
highlighting subtle variations. 

Jonathan White, a 49 -year- old 
former robotics engineer, took a less 
formal route. For him, cheese mak- 
ing began as a hobby that became 
a passion that turned into a way 
oflife. 

Now he and his wife, a dancer, 
produce cheeses at his Bobolink 
Dairy in Vernon, N. J., including a 
raw-milk variety he says has subtle 
hints of the wild garlic greens his 
cows graze on. And to help others 
make the transition from corporate 
life to cows, he offers internships. 


One of his first interns was an 
investment banker in his fifties. “He 
spent four months with us, then he 
sold his apartment on the East Side 
and his car and bought a farm in 
South Africa,” White said. 

No matter how booming the 
market, people getting into the 
field shouldn’t expect immediate 
returns. Cheese making at this 
level is an art, and most people 
need years of practice to produce 
cheeses. “Don’t give up your dayjob,” 
says Tom Merriman, a 56 -year- old 
cheese maker from Sandwich, N.H. 
It took the former teacher and car- 
penter years before his cheeses and 
ice creams were good enough, and 
his business strong enough, for him 
to quit his jobs. j.m. hirsch (ap)
